On Saturday laft another outlaw’d Sinuggler was feized 
at a Village near Maidftone in Kent, (where the famous 
Richards, alias Bloody Dick, was taken fome Months 
fince) and was committed to Maidftone Jail, guarded bya 
Party of Soldiers. 

A Fortnight ago a large Chandler’s Shop near the Hay- 
market was robbed of about 50s, out of the Jill; but the 
Perfon who keeps it, making a zreat Enquiry, at lait dif- 
covered the Thievery to be done by three litt'e Boys, the 
Eldeft not Nine Years old, Thefe young Rogues, when 
under Examination, confeffed that they had practifed thefe 
Tricks in many Parts of the Town; they were fo fhort, 
that a Perfon by looking through a Glafs Door into their 
Shops looked over their Heads; that fourteen Perfons in 
one Houfe lived by, following the fame ‘Trade in its dif- 
ferent Branches; and that one Man belonging to them had 
Thirty Shillings of the Money they ftole out of the faid 
Till. Thefe Boys and the Man are all committed to Prifon. 

Lait Sunday Night two Fellows went to the Houfe of 
Mr. Pearce, a Currier at Bermondfey, under Pretence of 
having fome Bufinefs with him ; but knowing he was not 
at home, they knocked down the Maid, and made off with 
two Silver Spoons, and Linen to the Value of 101. 

Laft Monday Mr. Knight was appointed Agent for the 
Troops who are to embark for Flanders.
